Demonstration at Kowloon. 


Between forty and fifty seamen 
Were expacted to ratuen to the 
Colony to-day from Shom Chun 
by she mid-day train, and a large 
crowd gatherey in the vicinity of 
the Kowlvon Railway Station 
this morning to welcome them, 

The crowd began to collect a! 
about a quarter to eleven and 
grew in volume every minnte. 4 
notice in Chinese was posted out. 
side the station stating that only 
few strikers were expected to 
return, those from Canton corsing 
by water, and the-crawd then 
bewan to disperse. Et soon 
collected again, however, and by 
mid-day the vicinity of the 
station presented a similar 
spectacle im that outside tbe 
Sesmen’s Union wher the notice 
hoard was put back into place. 
The croWd must have numbered 
s-Veral thousands. :

When tho train arrived, officials 
sorted ont tbe seamen fram the 
otber passengers and got them ta 
stand to one side. There was dis- 
appointment in store, however, 
for, instead of some forty or fifty 
raturned strikers, there appeared 
to be only half-a-dozen or s0. The 
erowd's ardour was not damped. 
however. The procession formed 
up two ebreast and, with much 
drom sud cymbsl banging and a 
Sreat waving of flags and banners, 
the demonstration moved off in 
the direction of Youmati. .

Chinese Requested to Supply. 
Guards Along the Railway: 
The Japanese Minister called . 

on the Acting Prentier, Dr. Yan, 
receatly and communicated to 
him tho intention of the Japanese 
Government to withdraw the 
Japanese guards on the Shaatung 
Railway 28 soon as possible with- 
out waiting for the ratification of 
the Shantung Agresment ar 
Washington. It is stated thet 
with that object in viaw,. the 


, Japanese are now making every 


Prepsration for the withdrawal of 
the troops afong the line. The 
Minister, therefore, 
asked the Chinese Government to 
Set either police or aoldiery ready 
to replace the Japanese railway 
goards. 

He also pointed ont the state- 
ment made by the Chinese dele- 
gates at Washington thst the 
Chinese Government would take 
full responsibility for the protec+ 
tio: of the railway itsalf as well 
as for foreign lives aod property 
and that incase a proper police 
force should not be organized in 
due time a military force would 
by used as guards asa temporary 
Measure but that suche military 
force should be onganizad with 
selected and. well-disciplined 
soldiers. Mr. Obata stated that 
the Japanese Government trusted 
that the above statement made by 
the Chinesa delegates at Washing- 
ton was fully shared and endo; 
ed by the Chinese Government 
and that the Japanese Govern- 
ment would entirely depend upon 
that statement in carrying cuat- 
the withdrawal of the Japsuese 
railway guards. 


COMING TO CHINA. 

Mr. Bourne is at presant at 
Home, but it is understood that 
he will shortly be on bis way 
out, for the Ministry of Com- 
munications has given an official 
assurance that ‘it is the Govern- 
ment’s. intention shortly to give 
out the bridge contract, and the 
work will then be pushed on as 
rapidly as, possible. Of- course, 
it ia a gigantic undertaking and 
it is ebtimated it will take three 
or four years to complete the 
bridge. The presumption is that 
the Belgian firm will supply the 
steelwork, Messrg. Pearson hav- 
ing solo charge of the construc» 
tion proper.—N.C, Deily News.

‘DEATH OF - 
MR. J. T. SHAW. 


From Malignant Small-pox. 


It is with moch regret that we 
have to. tecord the death of 
another member of the European 
community, in the persou of Mr. 
J.T. Sbaw, the well-known tailor 
and outfitter, which took place at 
the Government Civil Hospital 
in the early bours of this morn- 
ing; from malignant small- 
pox, 


The deceased, who was 46 
years of age, was at business as 
usgal on Friday last, when he 
went home comptaining of feeling 
unwell. Medical advice was sub- 
sequently sought and he was 
removed to hospital on Sunday, 
his complaint being disgnosed as 
small-pox. Mr. Shaw had been 
in tbe Colony for close on twenty 
years, “having heen-‘for fome 
years cutter with the firm’ of 
Cottam and Company. starting 
oa bis own scconnt when that 
firm became bankrupt. By_his 
steady application, be worked up 
a considerable business and_be- 
came well known locally. Born 
in Belfast, be went to Australis 
when a child and thence he 
came to Hongkong, nob having 
been Home for sore 28 years. 
‘Ho leaves a father and step- 
brother in Brisbane. 

Mr. Shaw, who was unmarried, 
was of a doiet and: retiring 
disposition and took no part in 
public life. He was, however, 
prominently associated. with the 
Plymouth Brethren.” . 

The. funeral. takes place at 
Happy, Valley this evening, ‘the 
cortege passing the Monument at

Chinese Doctor Charged. 


An interesting summons on 
two counts, in which a Chinese’ 
medical practitioner, Dr. - Wong 
Sik-to, of No, $ Caine Road. was 
the defendant, was heard by 
Mr. J. R. Wood at the Magistracy 
this morning. 

The Crown Solicitor (Mr. @. B. 
Wakeman) prosecuted on behalf 
ofthe Railway authorities, who 
were the complainants, whilst 
Mr. M. K. Lo, of Messrs. Lo and 
Lo, represented the defendant. 

Mr. Wakeman said thay the de- 
fendant was charged, under 
Section 43. of the Railway
